thereupon be an operative Order. If the ease be reheard, 
the Order made on such rehearing shall be made in 
manner hereinbefore prescribed, save that besides being 
sealed with the Seal of the Commission, it shall be signed 
by at least two Commissioners, and shall thereupon be 
operative.
